Mr. Tiedeman says that all the Insur¬ 
ance claims resulting from the destruc¬ 
tion of the city have been practically 
settled, and those companies which 
were seeking protection In the earth¬ 
quake clauses of their contracts are 
now making progress towards adjust¬ 
ment. All the large American and 
British companies have made settle¬ 
ment and got through fairly well. In 
fact. Said Mr. Tiedeman. they made a 
record for themselves. 

As a further Illustration of what has 
been done In the re-rreatlon of the 
Golden Gate city, Mr. Tiedeman re¬ 
marked that about eighty buildings 
and Improvements Installed during this 
brief period represented over eighty 
minion dollars. And a class tff build¬ 
ing adjudged to be the best for the lo¬ 
cation has been generally adopted, 
namely the reinforced concrete and 
steel frame. From an artistic point of 
view the city is more beautiful than 
ever. 

Mr. Tiedeman Is one of those who 
was abroad In Ran Francisco during 
Its terrible visitation. The earthquake 
damage he says was not very great. It 
viAM the fire and the use of dynamite 
In Inexperienced hands from which the 
most destruction came. "I was up dur¬ 
ing the earthquake.” said Mr. Tiede¬ 
man, **and followed the fire afterward 
from day to day through Its entire 
course.” The National Guards, he says, 
ovlnced a stupidity In using the dyna¬ 
mite that , lent to the devastation 
rather than checking it. Even In the 
brick and stone districts where they 
operated, fire followed .all of their 
charges. They set the buildings on fire 
Instead of checking the fiamea When 
the navy took charge of the dynamit¬ 
ing operations the results were differ¬ 
ent aa they sucoeeded In checking the 
fire even amidst the frame dlatricU. 
The property loss In the fire was about 
five hundred million dollars. The In¬ 
surance loss was about one hundred 
and eighty millions.

Some of the kinds on the 
market just now are vary fine. lyhen 
they.ara packed with three apples to a 
row of eleven Inches the apples are 
certainty large. A shipment of Kings 
came In yesterday from the state of 
Washlhgtcm, and they ars fine apples 
but not as fins aa tha local product. 

There are a few local cranberries on

The tariff has been 
under parliamentary debate for about 
ten days, but so far the review of the 
Iteme has riot been commenced. There 
are 444 items which—In many Instc^nces 
—are subdivided under half a dosen or | 
more headings. Ales, wines, spirits end 
tobaccos are responsible for 26 items, 
and free goods—unimportant to Canada 
—<wn|rrtM a fair number of Items. It 
U anticipated that It will take at least 
two to three months before the tariff 
will bd Anally settled, 

Ittrong representations were made by 
thd* Canadian government In requesting 
the Australian government to suspend 
the operation of the new duties until 
such time as the goods in translst — 
When the neiv tariff wax Introduced— 
could be admitted under the old rati^- 
Practically the same request was made 
by the British gpvernment In regard 
to goods In translst from the United 
Kingdom, but. In both cases’ the con¬ 
sideration asked for was refused. The 
acting prime minister of the Common¬ 
wealth gave as his reason for declining 
the requests made by the British and 
Canadian governments, that It was 
contrary to the precedent established 
by the Australlafi colonies prior to fed¬ 
eration and followed when the first 
Commonwealth tariff cume Into opera¬ 
tion. 

Duties In the proposed Australian 
tariff now In operation—are In many 
oases doubled in comparison with pie- 
vlous ratea The schedule has many 
Items varying from 20 to 46 per cent., 
and these duties are really higher than 
superficially expressed for the reason 
that the 10 per cent Is added to the in¬ 
voiced value of the goods before the 
duty Is computed thereon. Thus the 
AustValfein tariff rats of 6 per cent, be- 
contee 6 1-2 per cent^net, 7 1-3 per cent, 
becomes 8 1-4 per cent., 10 per cent, be¬ 
comes 11 per cent, 13 1-8 per cent, be¬ 
comes U 8-4 per cent.. 16 per cent, be¬ 
comes 16 1-2 per cent., 17 1-8 per cent, 
becomes 19 1-4 per cent., 20 per cent, 
becomes 28 per cent., 86 per cent, be¬ 
comes 27t 1-2 per cent., 27 1-2 per cent, 
becomes 80 1-4 per cent., 80 per cent, 
becomes 88 per cent., 86 per cent be¬ 
comes 88 1-2 per cent., 40 per cent, be¬ 
comes 44 per cent.. 45 per cent, becomes 
49 1-2 per cent., 60 per cent, becomes 65 
per cent. net. 

The duties on lumber have been con¬ 
siderably Increased, and, although now 
In operation, are subject to modification 
before they are finally passed. There Is 
no preference given to the United King¬ 
dom on lumber, although In some minor 
articles of wood” thers^s R’preference 
of about 10 per cent. 

Canadian Reciprocal Trade With 
AualraJla. 

The preliminary proposals made on 
behalf of the Canadian government for 
a reciprocal trade agreement ^v4th the 
Australian government were submitted 
to the acting prime minister of the 
Commonwealth on August 29th with 
a request that the negotiations should 
be entered upon at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity. The department of trade and 
commerce. Ottawa, will be advised by 
cable In r^ard to the adjustment of 
the Australian tariff and the progress 
made towards' a preferential trade 
agreement being arranged between the 
two countries. 

The schedule under which is enumer¬ 
ated the lines of goods and products to 
which an Australian preferential tariff 
is proposed to be extended to the Unit¬ 
ed Kingdom Is rather limited In extfnt 
and In value of preference. It is by no 
means so comprehensive aa the prefer¬ 
ential totes granted by Canada upon 
goods and products of Great BHflTn. 

The Introduction of the new tariff 
caused an Immediate increase of prices 
on all lines of merchandise affected by 
higher duties. Bonded stores through¬ 
out the Comonwealth are having their 
capacity taxed to accommodate heavy 
arrivals of goods upon which a reduc¬ 
tion of duties Is—to some extent^sn- 
tlclpated. Business It naturally distrib¬ 
uted by the charges in the tariff as Im¬ 
porters are so uncertain what the ffnai 
settlement of duties will be. Duties on 
packages are now calculated at the 
same rate as the goods they contain. 
Under the most favorable circum¬ 
stances h will <6# some months before 
trade assumes a normal condition. The 
spring Is opening well and the outlook 
for the pastoral, terming and dairy 
Industries is decidedly favorable 
thrrugtiout the 'Cemmonwealth.

The chief feature of the weather In this 
forecast district during the post week hoc 
been the continuous heavy fog, which 
seriously interfered with navigation In 
the Straits. At the beginning df the week 
the barometric preesure wae abnormally 
high tn.Brltixh Columbia, but by the 17th 
this area hnd passed eastward Into tho 
middle west provinces and states; low 
pressure areas from'the ocean theo de¬ 
veloped on the northern coast, moved In¬ 
land and crossed the Rockies Into the 
Canadian pro v i nc es; the bsaometer at the 
same time remaining moderately (high 
over this southwestern district. The rain¬ 
fall has been unusually light at Victoria, 
caused chiefiy by dense moist fog and 
steady rifin only falling on the 22 nd; at 
Barkervllte and Port Simpson the pre¬ 
cipitation was much heavier, and further 
north, at AtUn and Dawson, snow fell, 
but only in moderate quantity. Tsinpera- 
turea have been about normal In this pro¬ 
vince. except at AtUn, where, on tho 14th. 
tt- -CeH -te -3 degrees above sero. end at 
Dawson on the same night to 14 degrees 
below sero. 

Winds have been light to moderate, on 
only two occasions beopmtng of strongvr 
force on the outside vratere. ^ 

In the North Pacific stetes the ^weather 
has been abnormally fine in thq upper 
states, the low areas and occasions! rain 
being almost altogether confined to Lower 
California. 

In the prairie provinces thS weather has 
been unusually fine, with nd precipitation, 
light to heavy froats at night and moder- 
nts day temperatures.

Such treatment Is most reprehen¬ 
sible as it reflects upon the good name 
of all Canadian exporters, who are en¬ 
deavoring to secure a larger share of 
the Australian trade.

Dr. Work¬ 
man. who have been asked to resign 
from the professorship In the Wesleyan 
theological college because of the 
standards taught by him, declared Hst 
night that his exposition of churo.h doc¬ 
trine Is In principle whoUy In accord¬ 
ance with the standards of all evangeli¬ 
cal courses. TM difference hetw.Ten 
his statements and traditlenal stat-3- 
menu Is only the djfferenae between 
critical and unclerlcal statements. 

Speaking of the discussion of his doc¬ 
trinal attitude which took place at vhe 
meeting of che govemora on Tuesday 
night. Dr. Workman said: **My exposi¬ 
tions of the doctrine were read a couple 
times before the members of the Mon¬ 
treal conference, and my evangelical 
orthodoxy was not Impeached by any 
member of that body. On^the contrary 
I received from different members the 
warmest expressions of commenda¬ 
tion." 

Questioned with regard to published 
statements that his views were those of 
unttarlanism, Dr. Workman deprecated 
the idea that he had in any way de¬ 
parted from Methodist vlewa The 
charge of Unltarianlsm, he said, arises 
tfiirn an uncritical standpoint In regard 
to his views. 

DijMueslng the growth of tight and 
Knowledge In various churches. T)r. 
Workman declared that the true sfilrit 
of Methodist church had by no means 
lagged in march of liberality. There 
were ipany in the church, he said, who 
completely shared his views. 

The principal doctrines cooesmed In 
ths case relate to holy scriptures, the 
miracles, sin. the Deity of Christ and 
ths Atonement. *
